A JAPANESE VERSION OF THE . 
“COREAN TROUBLES... 

Letters from Japan give the following 
particulara of the recent outburst in Corea, 
‘Phe Coreans having loat many children by 
kidnapping ‘lately, rumours arose that the 
Europeans and Japanese wero inveigling 
them away, cooking and eating them. A 
woman who. lived near a Japanese house 
having lost two children, went about search- 
ing fur them and calling them by name ing 
lamentable voice, so that all who heard her 
weremoved, aud this was the immediate 
cause of the disturbances. The Government 
knowing that peoplo’s minds were in a 
ferment, had proclamations ‘posted up to 
inform the people that’ ita detectives were 
hard at work searching for the kidnappers, 
and that any people who Tost -children 
should come aud report-the circumstances. 
Ou 12th and 13th Sane a Japanese resident 
saw b Sooul mon tightly bound with atraw 


ropes lying.by the eide -of the street, with, | 


lying handy, throe or four, stout ‘cudgels 
for the convenience of passers-by who 
‘might feol inclined to stop and give him 
afew blows and every cutive who saw him 
roviled him as ‘conspiring with foreig “brs 
to do: this great wipkedness.’ On 18th 
June a man also lay bound in the principal 
street-of Seoul, with sticke lying near him. 
for this torture of the. gauntlet; his whels 
body was one masa of wounda and broises, 
and the next morning he lay dead with

After. the lecture—Lord ‘Wolseley con- 
gratulated. the Military Society npon the 
great sueccas which it had attained, for ho 
wag sure everyone who had regard for tha 
Aruny would agreo that for scientific and 
technical inatrnetion they could not do bet- 
tec than start auch an institution. If the 
six lectures delivered sinco the Socinty was 
established wero as good as the one he bad 
just listened to they must have been good 
indeed. If the time deyotad to the eternal 
polishing of hayness were deyoted to in. 
gtruction in the technical use of army and 
field training, both Artillery and Cavatry 
would be moro teefal in the day of battle 
(hovers). Instead of the inspections taking 
place in e back yard or ina small ‘field, 
they should take placa on the ranges, Ine, 
stead of inspecting the~ Infentry on - the 
Queen’s Parada, they ghoald bé- taken to 
Cwsar’s Camp, where their use.2t targets 
might be tested. ~ Both battalions and bat.

10,000 mor to nnd 
and aciza London by surprise, took into 
consideration the oniy conditions undor 
which such a fost éomes within the range 
of possibility ; firat, that the disembarka- 
tion of the army from the ships conveying 
thom was simultaneous ; second, that the 
army so disombarked was capable of rapid 
movement, . Tho estimate of £80,000 gross 
tote required for the invading force was on 
the assumption that the forces ‘would bo 
equivalent to three Army Corpa constituted 
as rogards cavalry ond artillery, &e., os 
jaid down on page 198. of the ‘ Soldier’s 
Pocket Book' (langhter); and the 480,000 
grosa tous estimated to bo required, is 
equivalent to 312,000 tons not, whidh is at 
the rate of 1} ton per man, and four tons 
per horse, In the ‘ Suldier’s Pocket Book’ 
{renewed laughter), at pages’ 197 to 202; 
minute calculations oro made of tho ton- 
nage necessary to convey troops (Den 
short: voyages, such as crossing the Irish 
and English Channel ; (2), for voyages not 
exceeding ‘a ‘week; and (3), for long 
voyages. According to: these tables tho 
estimate per man and horse, on the first 
aupporition, is t4 and 24 tons respectively, 
and on these data the transport of threo 
Army Corps would take in gross tonnage 
399,230°tons, a4 against my “estimate | of 
480,000.'
